The  demand  f or  Home  Help  In  the  Worksop  Rural  District 
Increases  as  the  amenities  of  the  Service  become  more  widely  known e 

Home  Helps  are  available  for  households  where  domestic  help 
is  needed  owing  to  the  presence  of  anyone  who  is  sick,  lying-in,  an 
expectant  mother,  mentally  defective ,  aged,  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory 
school  age  * 

The  work  undertaken  by  these  women  does  not  include  nursing 
or  midwifery  duties  and  they  are  not  used  as  ” sitter s-in” ,  but  they  do 
the  ordinary  domestic  work  usually  undertaken  by  the  mother  of  a  family 
which  may  include  cleaning,  cooking,  washing,  care  of  children,  mending 
and  shopping , 


The  charge  for  the  Service  is  2s®  6d®  per  hour  except  where  the 
patient  is  unable  to  afford  that  amount,  when  the  County  Council !s  Scale 
of  Assistance  is  a  pplied*  Home  Helps  are  paid  by  the  County  Council 
and  necessary  travelling  expenses  are  reimbursed® 

Cases  needing  help  should  ‘be  reported  to  the  Home  Help  Service .

The  home  conditions  and  possible  sources  of  infection  of  all 
cages  of  notifiable  Infectious  diseases  have  been  investigated* 
following  removal  to  hospital.  The  rooms  occupied  by  the  patient 
are  fumigated  and  the  householders  are  given  instructions  on  the 
cleansing  of  the  houses  and  effects;  disinfectant  fluid  Is  supplied 
by  the  Council*,  free  of  charge*  for  this  purpose. 

Forty- three  premises  were  visited  throughout  the  year  In 
connection  with  Infectious  diseases*  including  thirty-six  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever*  two  cases  of  suspected  Poliomyelitis  and  one  case  of 
suspected  Diphtheria ,

(a )  Bacteriological  Examination, 


A  high  standard  of  bacterial  purity  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year  in  connection  wi  the  six  public  supplies  in  the  district* 

Sixty  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  bacteriological 
examinations  Only  one  of  these  samples  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory. 
The  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  from  a  standpipe  and  was  presumed 
to  have  been  due  to  a  dirty  tap  because  further  samples  taken  from  the 
same  supply  proved  to  be  satisfactory* 

( b )  Chemical  Analysis,

Water  Supply  Scheme Blyth . 


A  Ministry  of  Health  informal  inquiry  into  the  proposed  scheme  to 
improve  the  water  supply  to  the  village  of  Blyth  prepared  by  the  Council’s 
Consulting  Engineers*  Messrs-  Silcock  and  Simpson*  was  held  on  the  5th 
April*  1950* 

Subsequently ?  authority  was  received  to  proceed  with  the  construction 
of  a  new  borehole  for  test  purposes  and  the  boring  operations  in  this 
respect  were  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year* 

The  borehole  is  protected  with  15- inch  internal  diameter  tubes  for 
the  first  50  feet  from  ground  level  and  with  10-inch  diameter  tubes  for 
the  remaining  150  feet,.  Continuous  pumping  from,  the  new  borehole  was 
maintained  over  a  period  of  seven  uays  and  the  volume  of  water  extracted 
wag  quite  adequate  to  meet  the  ultimate  needs  of  the  parish*  A  sample 
of  water  recently  obtained  from  the  borehole  has  proved  the. water  to  be 
of  a  satisfactory  standard  of  bacterial  purity*

Although  the  scheme  was  approved  in  principle  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health*  following  a  public  inquiry  held  in  April*  1949,  little  progress 
was  made  with  the  scheme  during  the  year  except  in  so  far  as  continued 
consideration  was  given  by  the  Ministry* 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  also  gave  consideration 
to  the  question  of  a  grant  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Acts 9  1944  and  1951  and  the  Council  was  advised  that  the  Ministry  were 
prepared  provisionally  to  allocate  a  lump  sum  of  £6,000  towards  the  cost 
of  the  scheme ,

Similarly  the  Nottinghamshire  County  Council  approved  a  provisional 
contribution  of  £6.000  towards  the  cost  of  the  scheme « 

Early  this  year  tenders  were  invited  and  received  for  the  completion 
of  the  necessary  works  but  despite  the  allocation  of  grants  referred  to 
in  the  previous  paragraphs  the  Minister  has  very  recently  advised  the 
Council  that  he  is  unable  to  regard  the  urgency  of  the  above  scheme  as 
sufficient  to  justify  its  authorisation  at  the  present  time®

Squatters  * 

The  huts  on  three  dispersal  sites  at  Bir  cotes  formerly  occupied  by 
the  R„ASF.,  that  were  adapted  for  living  purposes  during  1948  continued 
to  bs  occupied  during  the  year.  The  number  of  families  in  occupation 
on  the  31st  December,  1951  was  33. 

During  the  year  the  Council  was  able  to  arrange  for  the  demolition 
of  two  huts  viz*  1  and  2  and  5  and  6  Highfield  Crescent,  the  tenants 
having  been  rehoused  or  obtained  alternative  accommodation  of  their  own 

choice • 

The  unsatisfactory  construction  of  the  huts  was  the  cause  of  much 
complaint  from  the  tenants  throughout  the  year  particularly  during 
times  of  wet  weather  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  accommodation  can 
be  found  for  the  remaining  tenants  within  a  reasonable  period  so  that 
all  huts  on  the  three  sites  may  be  demolished* 

Moveable  , Dwellings  * 

During  the  year  the  Council  granted  four  licences  to  stand  moveable 
dwellings  on  sites  in  their  area  all  of  which  were  situated  in  the 
Parish  of  Har  worth,  in  accordance  with  the  procedure  laid  down  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,.

Two  cottages  were  under  requisition  by  the  Council  during  the  year., 
for  families  inadequately  housed,  namely:-
